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LBJ TIDE TURNING 


'Staying Power* Termed Key To War

Omaha—President Johnson 


Thursday said the U.S. and 
Its allies "have begun to turn 
the tide" In Viet Nam and a 
successful conclusion of the 
trar will now depend on the 
"staying power" of Americans 
at home. 


American fighting men In 


Viet Nam "will not fall us," 
Johnson said. 


"The real question now is: 


Will we fail them?" the Pres- 
ident told a nationwide tele- 
vision audience in an address 
delivered here from the banks 
of the Missouri River. 


"Our staying power is what 


counts in the long and danger- 
ous months ahead." 


Departing from his prepared 


text, the President declared: 
"The least (America's fight- 
ing men in Viet Nam) are en- 
titled to is for you to be as 
brave as they are ... 
to 


stand up and give them your 
support."

Nam "have imposed—and will 
continue to impose—a growing 
burden and a high price on 


1 those who wage war against 
the freedom of others." John- 
son said. 


The U.S.. he pledged, "will 


i sec this through. We shall per- 
| sist. We shall succeed." 


At the same time that it in- 


creases the cost of the war to 
the enemy, the U.S. will con- 
tinue to seek a peaceful solu- 
tion to the conflict, the Presi- 
dent said.

3 More Tank Farms Blasted 


Saigon (/T» — Striking in 


an arc above Hanoi, U.S. jets 
rained bombs and rockets on 
three more fuel depots Thurs- 
day in the new drive to cut off 
oil for North Viet Nam's war 
machine. Pilots said smoke 
and flames marked the tar- 
gets'as they pulled away. 


Navy fliers from the car- 


rier Constellation, In a related 
move aimed at curbing the 
communists' air warning sys- 
tem, reported the obliteration 
of three radar vans and 16 
support buildings at Kep, 38 
miles northeast of hanoi. 


Coinciding with the blows 


above the 17th Parallel was a 
stiff ground battle 50 miles 
north of Saigon in w h i c h 
American infantrymen a n d 
\\arplanes were reported to 
have killed 300 men of a com- 
munist regiment. 


Follow-Up 


The new American air offen- 


sive is aimed at depriving 
North Viet Nam of fuel for its 
trucks and other carriers that 
ferry t r o o p s and supplies 
along infiltration routes to 
combat arenas in South Viet 
Nam. 


The closest of the follow-up 


raids was 7li miles f r o m 
Hanoi. 


American military h e a d- 


quarters said fliers sighted 
three surface-to-air missiles 
whistling aloft 40 miles north 
of Hanoi, hut none scored a 
hit. 


There was no announcement 


here of any losses. R a d i o 
Hanoi declared two of t h e 
raiders were shot down.

compared with the week be- 
fore. The allies listed 422 com- 
bat dead, up 158; and 1,125 
communists killed, up 197. 


The U.S. command reported 


131 A m e r i c a n s killed, 755 
wounded and seven captured 
or missing in action, against 
79 killed, 567 wounded a n d 
eight missing In the week of 
June 12-18. An unofficial com- 
pilation listed 4,014 Americans 
as killed in action since the 
start of U.S. military involve- 
ment In 1961. 


South Viet Nam's military 


command announced 286 of its 
men were killed and 61 mis- 
sing, compared with 175 battle 
dead and 38 missing in the 
previous week. The other al- 
ied forces—Australian, New 
Zealand and South Korean- 
reported five killed. They had 
recorded 20 combat deaths the 
week before.

at the Omaha City Dock.

The President, sweating un-, 


der a hot sun in ncar-00 de- 
gree temperatures, strayed 
from his prepared text a num- 
ber of times to emphasize 
American firmness in meet- 
ing its commitments in Viet 
Nam. 


"If you are too busy . •. .or 


not inclined to help," he sug- 
gested, "please count ten be- 
fore you intend to hurt." 


The enemy is sometimes en- 


couraged by division in the 
U.S.. Johnson said. 


'They Are Wrong' 


"They believe political dis- 


agreements 
in Washington 


and confusion and doubt in the 
United States will hand them 
victory in South Viet Nam— 
and then in Asia. They are 
wrong. 


"We will not let our differ- 


ences deter us from success. 


"We will not permit the con- 


fusing sweep of Vietnamese 
politics, or the shadowy na- 
ture of guerrilla warfare, to 
paralyze our will to go on." 


The President noted t h a t 


only 20 months ago, in the 
1964 general election, 44 states 
including Nebraska, "gave me 
a direction — and a trust." 


As long as he is President, 


Johnson said, "I inte.iri to 
keep our commitments a n d 
honor our treaties, and let the 
rest of the world know that 
when America gives its word, 
America keeps its word."

The President's address, de- 


livered during an 81-minute 
visit to Nebraska, was billed 
by White House aides as a 
major policy statement. 


Into Background 


The announced purpose ol 


the presidential stopover, to 
inspect a barge loaded with 
grain for shipment to India, 
was pushed into the back- 
ground by the impact of his 
remarks on Viet Nam. 


"This single load of grain 


will provide the margin of life 
for 2,500 I n d i a n families 
through the end of this year," 
Johnson noted. 


Since Jan. 1, he said, five 


million t o n s of American 
wheat have been shipped to 
India—"more than 2'/i times 
ihe annua1 wheat production 
of the State of Nebraska." 


The new Food for Freedom 


program 
proposed by the 


President will help hungry 
nations improve and enlarge 
their own capacity for produc- 
tion, Johnson said. 


Concluding his address, the 


President boarded the barge 
with Gov. Frank Morrison and 
Secretary of Agriculture Or- 
ville Freeman for a brief 
ceremony.

blasts, the grain was sent 
down the river to Baton Rouge, 
La., for shipment to India.

The main entrance and the 


windowed ground floor will be 
plate glass trimmed in stain- 
less steel.

The vehicle facilities at the 


rear of the building will be 
constructed of steel, concrete, 
and face brick with metal 
overhead doors for the repair 
and washing areas.

175,000 Nebraskans over 65, or 
about 89% of those eligible. 


"We've added six members 


to our staff during the p a s t 
year," Silber said, "but I 
don't anticipate the need for 
hiring anyone else. 


"We are expecting an in- 


creased work load beginning 
later on in July," he said. 


By that time we'll have a 


microfilm scanner system to 
help us get at Medicare rec- 
ords faster and easier. 


"I have contacted quite a 


number of hospitals In t h e 
area," Silber said. "Their 
administrations claim t h a t 
there Is plenty of bed space 
available. 


"The increase in patients is 


expected to fall between five 
and ten per cent of the total," 
he said. "During this season, 
which is generally regarded 
as a slack time for hospitals, 
only around 60% of the hos- 
pitals' capacity is being used, 
as a rule."

Washington W>—Here's a 
medicare 


who-what-when for July 1—the biggest day 
of 1966 for almost 20 million Americans- 
plus some of the answers on where and 
how: 


—What? 
The start of medicare, in two pack- 


ages. Part A is hospital-bill insurance, 
like the familiar Blue Cross plan. Part B 
is an optional doctor-bill insurance, like 
a Blue Shield plan at bargain rates. 


—When? 
Friday for both. Home health service 


benefits, under the visiting nurse program 
or others, start the same day. Nursing 
home care during convalescence begins 
next Jan. 1. under Part A. 


—Who? • 
Everybody 65 or older is eligible for 


hospital care under Plan A. Your red- 
while-and-blue medicare card is your ad- 
mission ticket. But you've got to be sick; 
medicare doesn't pay for checkups, or 
bed rest not prescribed by a doctor. 


For the 17.3 million Americans who 


decided to pay $3 a month for the addi- 
tional protection of the voluntary Plan B, 
medicare also will take care of most doc- 
tor bills and other medical costs. 


—Where? 
Insured hospital care will be avail- 


able to more than 90ft of the country's 
general hospitals. The others arc not par- 
ticipating. Some were excluded, mostly in 
the South, for refusal to drop racial d i s- 
crimination. Some did not meet other 
medicare standards. Some stayed out for 
their own reasons. 


—How do I get medicare help? 
You do exactly as before. Pick your 


own doctor. You and he pick the hospital. 
He recommends your treatment and says 
how long you should stay in the hospital. 


There's one big difference: You get 


help paying the bill. 


—The whole bill? 
No. You pay the first $40 of hospital 


charges in each "spell of illness." After 
you've been in the hospital for 60 days, 
you pay $10 a day during the next 30 days, 
with medicare paying the rest. After those 
90 days, you pay the whole cost. 


The 90 days may be used up in one 


stay. tuo. or several, and for one, two or 
more different illnesses. 


—Should I keep tally on the days I've 


used up? 


Never mind. Very few hospital stays 


last 90 days, or even 60. After your dis- 
charge, the Social Security people w i l l 
send you a card telling how many "ben- 
efit days" you have left. 


—When do I become eligible for a new 


"spell of illness?" 


Sixty days after your hospital dis- 


charge. 


—What does medicare cover? 
A semi-private room (or a private 


one, 
if your doctor says your condition 


requires it); regular nursing care; drugs, 
crutches, wheelchairs, operating r o o m 
costs, and the hospital's cost for diagnos- 
tic X-rays and laboratory tests. 


—What about nursing home care? 
After next Jan. 1, you may qualify for 


up to 100 days of recovery care in a nurs- 
ing home. But this is provided only after 
your doctor has put you in a hospital for 
at least three days. 


—How much of nursing-home costs 


will medicare pay? 


All costs for the first 20 days. After 


thai, you pay $5 a day and medicare pays 
the rest. 


—And after that, h o m e - care by a 


visiting nurse? 


Only if your doctor prescribes health 


services xvhile you convalesce at home. 
Medicare pays for up to 100 visits by 
nurses, therapists, medical social service 
workers, or home health aides in the year 
following your discharge. 


—What about doctor bills? 
Medicare covers them, if you signed 


up for the optional Part B and pay the $3 
monthly premium. 


—What does Part B pay for? 
Bills for doctors' services. X-rays and 


diagnostic tests inside or outside a hos- 
pital; an additional 100 home-health visits 
each year: X-ray, radium and radioactive 
therapy; rental of iron lung, wheelchair 
or other medical equipment when ordered 
by your doctor for home use; ambulance 
service if necessary; artificial l i m b s , 
braces, or olier prosthetic devices. 


—Docs medicare pick up the whole 


tab? 


Again, no. You pay the first $50 of all 


the bills you get in a year for the services 
listed, plus 20% of the rest. Medicare's 
Part B covers the remaining 80Tr. 


—What about specialists? 
Medicare covers the charges of sur- 


geons, pathologists, anesthesiologists, ra- 
diologists and other specialists, on the 
same terms.

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Bombings Raise Questions

Raids Fodder 


For GOP 


American bombing of new targets in 


North Viet Nam near Hanoi and Haiphong 
raises new questions in regard to the Viet 
Nam war. In any discussion of this subject, 
one cannot ignore or factually indict the 
administration position but certain obser- 
vations are bound to be made. The diffi- 
culty now is in Justifying the raids in light 
of recent optimism in Washington in regard 
to the situation in Viet Nam. 


Administration spokesmen themselves 


have commented in the past as to the im- 


proved nature of our 
position in Asia. Note 
has been made of the 


. 
strength of the gov- 
"""""""""^^""^ ernment of Soutn Viet 
Nam Premier Nguyen Cao Ky and the re- 
versal of the North Viet Nam monsoon of- 
fensive. Reports of deteriorating morale 
among northern troops have been made 
and ultimate victory in the battle certainly 
insinuated. Why, then, have we suddenly 
found it necessary to expand our opera- 
tions and the war? The raids will give 
added weight to the claim from Republi- 
can, sources of a creditability gap in the 
administration in regard to the war. 


This means a gap between what is go- 


ing on in Vietnam and what is being 
told the American people. Specifically, it 
is wondered just what are the various risks 
and possibilities involved. This, however, 
Is no simple matter, either, as not even 
the administration itself knows all tho 
answers. 


Secretary of Defense Robert S. Me- 


Namara stated that the bombings were 
not an escalation of the war but merely 
an answer to increased activity from the 
north. This may well be true but it still 
doesn't fit exactly with the patterns and 
statements of the past. If this is the logical 
sequence of events, how do we explain our 
recent optimism? 


* 
Now, the administration must be at- 


tempting to ascertain the results of the 
bombings, just as speculation centers on 
this in other quarters. Will the attack con- 
tribute to ending the war or expanding it? 
This is a question, of course, that has raged 
for a long time on the political front in the 
U.S. The Soviet Union and Red China would 
seem to be in a difficult position at the 
moment. Surely they must know that lack 
of a response to the attacks will encourage 
further boldness on the part of the U.S. 
They must know that success for us at this 
time will bring renewed demands from 
some quarters on the domestic front for 
more of the same. With no adverse effects 
from the action, some U.S. critics will 


denounce the limited war concept based 
on fears of Russian and Red Chinese inter- 
vention. 
They will maintain that the action hat 


proved thst the U.S. could go in and wipe 
out North Viet Nam, end the war and not 
get Involved In any direct conflict with 
Red Chins or Russia. It in ponlble that 
the administration Is Itself attempting to 
test the mettle and determination of the 
Communists. On the other hand, the Reds 
must also know that any strong reaction 
on their pait will be met with force from 
the U.S. There can no longer be any ques- 
tion that the U.S. Intends to stick It out 
In Viet Nam until the end, whatever that 
end might be. If the choice ever came to 
defeat or war with Red China, there isn't 
much question that the choice would be 
war. 


* 
Some have speculated that Red China 


will now await the world reaction to the 
new bombings to determine its course. If 
criticism of the U.S. seems strong, the 
Reds would then react violently in the be- 
lief that the U.S. would be discouraged as 
a result of criticism from replying in kind. 


It seems that this possibility baft long 


ago gone out the window. The administra- 
tion has entertained the criticism of France, 
England and Canada for some time now 
and the decision to Ignore it has been 
made. Perhaps "Ignore" is a strong word 
but that is about what It boils down to. 
Softening that position somewhat Is a be- 
lief that these countries, if the truth were 
known, hope the U.S. prevails in Asia. 


Perhaps the division between the U.S. 


and her allies is actually of some help. It

affair. Thus, the bombings bring us to the 
threshhold of a new period of anxiety and 
uncertainty. They usher in perhaps a whole 
new phase for the war in Viet Nam. Cer- 
tainly, they underscore the fact that it is 
by far one of the strangest conflicts in 
which this nation has ever been involved. 
It is a conflict in which divisions among 
nations are not at all what they were at 
the time of the end of World War II. 


It is a conflict in which political in- 


trigue on an international basis has be- 
come dominant. It is a test of nerves and 
of strategy such as no war in the past 
has ever been. It is one climax after anoth- 
er with this week's bombing shaping up as 
another showdown, another test of wills. 
The news in the days ahead will be closely 
watched for a hint as to what lies ahead. 


Controlling State Spending 


State Senator Richard Marvel, chair- 


man of the Legislature's Budget Commit- 
tee, is correct in his approach to control 
of state spending. 
Senator Marvel has 


urged that there be tighter controls over 
state spending through the administrative 
branch of government. 


This is a practical approach and the 


one with maximum benefit to the tax- 
payer, assuming it is done with conviction. 
It leaves the secondary responsibility for 
spending in the hands of administrators, 
where it belongs, but the word "responsi- 
bility" is an important one. 


Administrators who use the power but 


refuse the responsibility are asking for the 
kind of controls they don't want — controls 
through strict legislation appropriation. 
The budgeting process is a multiple thing 
and requires integrity and confidence on 
all sides. 


Administrators should make every ef- 


fort to spend their funds in accordance 
with legislative direction. 
However, this 


is not always practical and the Legislature 
needs to recognize that some deviation 
from appropriations is inevitable. We can- 
not budget on a biennial basis and expect 
administrators to hew exclusively to the 
line established by senators. 


When circumstances 
change during 


the biennium, spending ought to change 
to reflect those changes. The thing that 
must be avoided is spending change due 
to major policy changes that have no basis 
in alteration of the facts. 


Money appropriated for a certain pro- 


gram should not arbitrarily be spent on a 
different program. As Marvel states, this 
can commit the state to future spending 
without even the chance of consideration 
by the Legislature. Budgeting and spend- 
ing arc matters of cooperation and trust, 
not suspicion and competition, between the 
legislative and administrative branches. 


Housing Bill Watered Down 


Committee action in the House lias 


taken the heart out of President Johnson's 
bill for non-discrimination in the sale and 
rental of private housing. Individual sales 
of two or fewer a year are exempted from 
the bill and that effectively destroys it 


After all, how many people engage in 


the sale of two homes a year? The change 
is so ridiculous as to brand it as an obvious 
refusal to end the discrimination that still 
plagues minority groups in their efforts for 
equality. 


Now, a popular argument for discrimi- 


nation in sales and rentals is destruction 
of property values or loss of rentals. It 
is claimed by many that they are against 
discrimination but that they can't run the 
economic risk of renting or selling to a 
Negro. 


There is some truth to this on an in- 


dividual basis but none whatsoever for 
society in general. The law would have 
solved this individual problem had it been 
left as the President submitted it. It would 
have made discrimination illegal so that 
economic adversity would have been elimi- 
nated. It would have been eliminated by 
reducing the situation to one of equality. 


No one would lose anything if everyone 


refused to practice discrimination. The loss 
comes only when there are many still prac- 
ticing discrimination. 


The argument as to the privacy of 


homes sales and rentals is a legalistic one 
that attempts only to hide the insidious 
facts behind it. To twist discrimination into 
a pillar of support for individual rights is 
ludicrous, a farce that will haunt and hurt 
us until we muster the moral fortitude to 
reject it. 


When We Had A Surplus 


For almost 150 years after the founding 


of our country, the federal 
government 


lived largely on tariffs and excises charged 
on goods entering our ports from older, 
more distributive nations. 


It was a trick done by mirrors inas- 
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much as the American citizenry felt that 
other countries were paying our taxes for 
us. But actually it was a matter of collec- 
tion. The American consumers ultimately 
paid all of it in higher prices for the 
products. 


But by 1836 the United States was an 


extaordinarily good market and the govern- 
ment picked up enough in tariffs and ex- 
cises to build a surplus of $28.101,644.91. 


In a lordly gesture, the Congress with 


the approval of President Andrew Jackson. 
who was a warmaker-politician instead of 


, an economist, decided to divide most of the 


money among the separate states. 


Wliat ensued was not prosperity, but a 


period of wild inflation ending in a bang-up 
depression. The nation was several years 
digging itself out 


It was a stern lesson which should have 


made a permanent imprint. 


But even today there is political argu- 


ment for making the federal government 


' collect taxes and hand a great deal of it 


back to the states to do with w.'iat they 
wish. This would work out virtually the 
same way as did the inflation and panic 
following the 1836 handouts. 


If we have learned anything over the 


years, it is that prosperity can quickly be 
turned into a will o'the wisp unless there 
arc adequate disciplines over the private 
domestic economy.

racy may be bogging down 
in many parts of the world,

Bolivia—it is thriving. 


This weekend, Bolivia is 


holding presidential elections 
on a slambang truly demo- 
cratic basis, with every vil- 
lage In the Isolated Altlp- 
plano, some of them 13,000 
feet above sea level, getting 
a chance to vote. 


Especially 
significant 
is 


that the former president of 
Bolivia, Gen. Rene Barrien- 
tos, who seized power in No- 
vember, 1964, has stepped 
down from office and is tak- 
ing chances with every oth- 
er candidate on re-election. 


Barricntos has t a k e n a 


leaf from the North Ameri- 
can campaign methods, has 
hired a Fairchild helicopter, 
and is visiting villages which 
have never seen helicopters 
before, let alone a presiden- 
tial candidate. 


He faces a battery of big- 


name opponents from every 
walk of Bolivian political 
life. They are: 


Victor 
Andradc, former 


minister of foreign affairs, 
and longtime ambassador in 
Washington where he won 
many friends. Andrade is 
running on the MNR (Na- 
tional Revolutionary Move- 
ment) ticket, which repre- 
sents the former government. 


Gen. Bernardino Bilbo a 


Ploja, who r e p r e s e n t s the 


Falange or Socialist party. 


Ex-President Enrique Her- 


zog, who is running on the 
Liberal-Republican ticket. 


Mario Dlez de Medina, 


candidate of the RMP (Rev- 
olutionary Movement of Paz 
Estenssoro). 


Felipe Ingucz, candidate of 


the Commuist party. 


A total of 1,200,000 Bolivi- 


ans are registered to vote, 
the largest number in his- 
tory, and the candidates for 
the Senate and Assembly in- 
clude a cross section of tin 
miners, peasants and Indi- 
ans.

when President Paz, a for- 
mer school teacher, made 
the mistake of running for 
a third term, in violation of

Paz had been a good presi-

dent Johnson is going for 
broke in an effort to force 
Viet Nam negotiations and 
so free himself to campaign 
at home and assume his role 
as a world statesman. 


His order for a massive 


air raid on the North Viet- 
namese oil supply near Han- 
oi and Haiphong was a po- 
litical decision. Heretofore 
the administration's unvary- 
ing reply to demands for 
such action has been that it 
would not solve the military 
problem. 


Secretary of Defense Rob- 


ert McNamara unbliishingly 
says that the United States 
had to do It because the war 
has entered a "more sophis- 
ticated" phase. The political 
background in recent months 
suggests that the President 
has also entered a more so- 
phisticated phase of his ca- 
reer as chief executive. 


Basically, what has hap- 


pened is that the war in Viet 
Nam has become, by general 
consent, the overriding issue 
of the midterm congressional 
campaign and nobody knows 
what to do about it. Demo- 
crats are so divided and so 
uncertain they arc mainly 
resolved not to accept the 
President's policy as binding 
on them. 


•* * £ 
Many of them reject his 


presence in their campaigns. 
It is quietly reported in both 
Senate and House campaign 
committees that "we find no 
demand for the President as 
a speaker." 


There 
may have been 


presidents who would not 
find this galling, but they 
must be few, and certainly 
Lyndon Johnson is not one 
of them. He led his party to 
a landslide only two years 
ago and cannot be expected 
to acknowledge it was large- 
ly the kindness of Sen. Barry 
Goldwatnr. 


Nor would It be In Us

The recent street plan un- 


veiled by the engineering 
firm of Burgwin and Martin 
shows what may be neces- 
sary if Lincoln is to handle 
an increasing load of motor 
traffic. The improvement of 
Lincoln streets should not be 
opposed on 
f i n a n c i a l 


grounds. Our unreasonable 
fears of municipal extrava- 
gance have already hindered 
Lincoln's development, and 
if we are not to have an in- 
tolerable traffic situation in 
the future, we probably have 
to think big. I wonder, how* 
ever, whether our civic lead- 
ers are prepared to think 
constructively. 


The trouble with the Burg- 


win-Martln plan, as far as I 
can tell from the newsapper 
report, is that it assumes we 
need plan only in terms of 
Increased motor vehicle traf- 
fic. But larger cities are dis- 
covering that a proliferation 
of freeways a n d express* 
ways, and the widening of 


streets (often at the expense 
of their beauty) are ultimate- 
ly self-defeating. 
Unfortu- 


nately, most planning for 
cars has had very little to do 
with planning for people. 
And so the final absurdity is 
a city like Los Angeles, 
where bright new freeways 
span decaying slums. 


The objection will be made 


that Lincoln is not Los An- 
geles. But this is no excuse 
for not planning ahead. San 
Francisco and Philadelphia, 
among other c i t i e s , have 
come to see that a healthy 
city depends on a healthy 
p u b l i c transportation sys- 
tem. What can we do to 
break the pattern of dimin- 
ishing bus revenues and ris- 
ing bus fares? Are our civic 
leaders planning for anything 
besides automobiles?

1. The best plan is to try 


to ruff two clubs in dummy 
and eventually give up a 
trick to the king of spades. 


Take the ace of spades, 


play a club to the ace, and 
ruff a club high. Then play 
a diamond to the king and 
ruff another club high. Now 
draw trumps. If they are di- 
vided either 3-3 ^>r 4-2, you 
inake twelve tnws by lead 
ing a low spade from your 
hand at trick twelve. Your 
last two cards will be the 
10-6 of spades, and dummy's 
last two cards will be the 
queen of spades and ace of 
diamonds. 


There are alternative lines 


of p l a y which would be 
equally effective in m a n y 


hands, 
but the method of 


play suggested is the safest 
of all. 


2. The 
only problem 
is 


whether to try to establish 
diamonds or clubs first. If 
both suits are divided 3-2, it 
does not matter much which 
one 
is played first. You 


would make 
the contract 


cither way in this case. 


But provision must also be 


made for the possibility that 
one suit is divided 3-2 and 
the other 4-1. If that is the 
actual division, the question 
of which suit to play first be 
comes absolutely crucial. 


The proper way of cover- 


ing the possibility that one 
of the two suits is divided 
4-1 is by cashing the AK of 
diamonds first. If both de- 
fenders follow suit e a c h 
time, you lead another dia- 
mond and thus assure nine 
tricks. 
If either defender 


fails to follow to the second 
diamond, you attack clubs 
and force out the ace in the 
hope of finding that suit di- 
vided 3-2. 


The corresponding advant- 


age is not achieved if y o u 
lead clubs first. The defend- 
er who takes the ace pre- 
sumably returns a heart. If 
it then develops that the 
clubs are dviided 4-1, it is 
now too late to do anything 
about it even if the dia- 
monds are divided 3-2. You 
can no longer make the con- 
tract.

In both cases, guest speak- 


ers Harold P. Plulmcr, reg- 
ional director for aerospace 
education for the United States 
Air Force, and Dr. John II. 
Furbny of Trans World Air- 
lines, cited the past as step- 
ping stones to the future. 


To those who say \ve do not 


belong 
in 
space. 
Pluimer 


noted that "uc have b e e n 
space travelers for a l o n g 
time." He cited particulars 
such as the earth's travel in 
which it moves through space 
at 600,000 miles per hour as it 
hurtles around the outer edge 
of its galaxy at the rate of 
one 
revolution per 200,000 


years. 


He added that the cartli and 


its solar system are but one of 
billions of similar systems in 
the same galaxy. 


Unpredictable 


As to the future, Pluimer 


said the things of m o s t im- 
portance that will occur in the 


next 15 years will be the un 
predictables, not the predict- 
ables euch as space travel. 


Evidence of this, he said, 


was the failure to foresee the 
invention a nd application of 
radar, antibiotics, a t o m i c 
energy and jet propulsion in 
the 1937 era. 


In the future, Pluimer pre- 


dicted, there will be three di- 
mensional television, synthetic 
food, and synthesis of life in 
many forms. 


Pluimer based his predic- 


tions on what he termed the 
exponential curve of man's 
ability to learn and under- 
stand. He said man's learning 
ability 
has 
doubled 
itself 


every 15 years for the past 
300 years. 


Viet Nam Backdrop 


Speaker Furbay used t h e 


present situation in Viet Nam 
as the backdrop to his talk 
on emerging nations. 


One thing that bothers him. 


he said, was the apparent 
lack of understanding on the 
part of Americans as to why 
we are in Viet Nam. 


Simply put, he said, we are 


in Viet Nam because of prior 
commitments 
through t h e 


South East Asian Treaty Or- 
ganization. 


"And if we don't honor ouri 


commitment in this collective 
security pact—what will our 
(the United States') w o r d 
mean to the r e s t of the 
world?" Furbay asked. 


The crisis in Viet Nam is 


the result of attempted Com 
munist take-overs following 
World War II. As a result of 
these attempts, the N o r t h 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO), the Central Treaty 
Organization (CENTO), and 
the South East Treaty Or- 
ganization (SEATO) w e r e 
formed, he said. 


Of the three, NATO a n d 


CENTO were the most effec- 
tive while SEATO took third 
place. As a result, the crisis in 
Viet Nam blossomed as a 
"test case," Furbay said. 


Furbay also took pains to 


point out that more countries 
than the U.S. was involved in 
the SEATO pact. 


Australian Action 


While in Australia recently, 


Furbay said he read lengthy 
news accounts in local papers 
about the actions of Austral- 
ian soldiers in the Viet Nam 
conflict. 


"And at the end of the story, 


usually the last two para- 
graphs, they mentioned that 
there were some Americans 
involved in the action also."

lars except for the fact that 
no premium is added to the 
net asset value to cover sell- 
ing and merchandizing costs. 
For the most part, the 'no 
load funds have been operated 
as a sideline by investment 
counsel firms. The f^ind man- 
agers, whether there is a 
'load' or not, are compensated 
by a periodical charge, based 
on the size of the fund, for in- 
vestment management. 


The results vary with the 


character of management and 
the goals of the operation. The 
record of past performance 
may be gleaned from the 
standard manuals, such as 
Wlesenberger's 
"Investment 


Companies," which is on file 
in the libraries of investment 
firms and banks. An open end 
fund expands and contracts 
according to whether or not 
there is a net addition by in- 
vestors 
through fresh sub- 


scriptions to the fund. 


On the other hand, a closed 


end investment company re- 
sembles in corporate form the 
traditional industrial, railroad 
or public utility 
enterprise. 


There is a-fixed limit to the 
amount of the corporation's 
outstanding securities, and the 
new investor must bid for the 
holdings of those already in 
the company. Such stocks are 
listed on the Stock Exchange 
and can be bought through 
stock brokers. 


At times even the best of 


such issues sell at a discount. 
When quality closed end funds 
sell at a discount, they have a 
s p e c i a l appeal to bargain 
hunters because they offer a 
means of buying 
standard 


s t o c k s 
below prevailing 


prices. The Wall Street Jour- 
nal lists such securities and 
the prevailing discounts or 
premiums on Mondays. When 
such a stock is quoted at a 
discount, it bears what might 
be looked upon as a negative 
'load.' The bargain must be 
somewhat illusory, since the 
small investor cannot break 
up the company and distrib- 
ute the underlying securities. 


Q.—A bachelor in Jackson 


villc, Fla. tired of paying Ihe 
load on mutual funds, and 
switched to 'no load' funds, 
but he writes: "I recently 
bought a no load mutual fund 
operated by an investment 
counsel firm. One of my col- 
leagues recently said that this 
had a poor record, while a 


salefroan for varloas 'load' 
funds laid that ihli one had a 
very conservative approach. 
I continue to be plagued by 
salesmen for 'load funds.* 


A.—I think that the investor 


should be guided by bis own 
enlightened self interest 
While I think that the sales! 
man is worthy of his hire, a 
self motivated investor docs 
not owe every stock peddler 
a living. 


Q.—Fairlawn, N.J. writes* 


"I am a reader of the Pat- 
erson Evening News and [ 
read your column every (Imc 
it Is published and I find it 
very Interesting. I am a sen- 
lor citizen living with my 
wife and own my home free 
and clear. I have an Income 
from several pieces of prop, 
erty and social security which 
is enough for us to get by. 
I would like you to tell me 
what I should do with the 
cash In banks, as I have read 
that savings and loan are go. 
ing through a crisis." 


A.—Your general setup ij 


good. I think, however, your 
one stock is too speculative. 
It would be more sensible to 
put the proceeds in a bal- 
anced mutual fund. W h i l e 
savings institutions have tem- 
porarily been faced with with- 
drawals of deposits, the in- 
sured companies are amply 
secured. This is a great day 
for the leaner of capital. You 
can get the highest return in 
three decades on high grade 
corporate and other bonds, 
and the commercial banks 
are competing with savings 
institutions for savings. You 
should be free of worry in re- 
spect to your fixed dollar 
commitment in savings. Since 
you have a substantial cash 
fund, there is no obligation 
to keep all these eggs in one 
basket. 


Q.—Corpus Christ!, 
TCXJIS 


asks: "Is there any way one 
can purchase no load funds in 
a hurry when the market hap- 
pens to be down?" 


A.—These funds can be ac- 


quired directly from the spon- 
soring firm. As requested, I 
am sending a list. You can 
expedite the transaction by
